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1-19. RADIATION HAZARD. A diagram which shows the potential zones of radiation
hazard (when operating in Tropo mode) in Table 1-5 below for an antenna with zero
degree horizon angle. The following precautlons apply.

1. Personnel must avold exposure in a cylinderical zone directly in front cf the
antenna aperature to & distance of 400 ft. This zone contains points in which a power
density of 10 mw/cm” is exceeded, a hazardous condition.

2. A secondary cgnical tapered zone in which the power density may be in the
range of 1 to 10 mw/cm® is also shown in Figure 1-5. It is recommended that per=-
gonnel not be exposed in this zone for more than one hour.

3. When adjusting elevation angle behind the dish, personnel must keep head
below a line 2 ft. below the center of the dish, This is indicated on the equipment by
a warning label and a red line on the mast,
